The extent to which tbe American 


Red Grosa ha* entered Into the livei 
of the people at large In the Pennsyl- 
vania-Delaware 
Division, comprising 


the states of Pennsylvania ami Dela- 
ware, 1* not generally known. During 
tbe past year, toe first full year of 
operation under tbe comprehensive 
peace program, this great organization 
has given aid to more thun bait a mil- 
lion of tbe population of this state and 
Delaware, 


Th» Public Health. 


Of alt tieie activities the public 


health and nursing service Is the most 
far-reHclitog in its effects at the pres- 
ent time. The Red Cross Is actively 
co-operating with Do. Edward Martin, 
State Director of Public Health to nltl 
in the betterment of the public henltb 
and ha recognizes the power for good 
of the organization. Nursing services 
have beet, established by tuuny chap- 
ters of the state, some of them belug 
Brie, Corry (Erie Oounty), Clarion., 
Brookvllle, (Jefferson County) ; Arm- 
strong, Indiana, Westmoreland, Plus- 
burgli. Beaver, Mount Pleasant, (West- 
moreland County); Washington, Fuy- 
ette, Greene, Somerset, Clinton, Cam- 
bria, Tioga, Cameron, Rldgwtiy, (Elk 
County) j Franklin (Venango County);

During the first six months of the 


year in the nursing service In Penn- 
sylvania, the 
public i.ealth nurses 


made 44,537 visits. There are now 
sixty-five nursing services established 
and eighty-four nurses are employed 
lit the public health services. 
- The astounding number of visits 
made during tbe year to the sick who 
are unable to secure proper attention 
for themselves may be seen when it 
is considered that each nurse makes 
about 115 visits a month In the Tioga 
chapter, for example, the three nur&os 
employed by that Chapter made 1310 
calls, and about this same proportion 
is maintained in the other Chapters. 
In another Chapter, prompt Red Cross 
measures prevented an epidemic. 


Teaching First Aid. 


Scarcely second to d e public health 


education and nursing service, are the 
classes for the teaching of First Atd 
to the Injured. In the United States 
as a whole, there are about 100,000 
futal accidents annually, and 
fully 


600,000 which do not result fatally. 
Pennsylvania, as a great manufactur- 
ing and mining state, with about one- 
twelfth of the population of the coun- 
try, can therefore count on at lenst 
8200 fatal accidents and about 43,000 
Qor-fata! ones, each year. 


But a con-fatal accident may easily 


result In the death of the victim un- 
less prompt rind efficient aid be given, 
and this Is what the Red Cross First 
Aid teaches. It Is Impossible to esti- 
mate the number of lives &aved in 
Pcnnsjlvania and Delaware by the 
Rea Cross during the past year by 
means o its First Aid classes, but tt 
must be a very considerable number. 


During the first six months of 1020 


thi Red Cross conducted 41 First Aid 
classes in which there were 1245 stu- 
dents, of whom 711 received certifi- 
cates of graduation. This number villt 
be greatly increased before the close 
of tlie jear.

foud, fuel and money where necessary, 
until the unfortunates were again self- 
supporting. Full; 100,000 cases were 
administered to In this state aad Dela- 
ware by the Red Cross, and many H«* 
were thus saved 
which otherwise 


wui'iit IMV» 'ipiti •-.lerlHced. 


The teaching ol Home Nuratng hp 


the Red Cross la another most Impor- 
tant activity. Ninety per cent of all 
cases of Illness are nursed In the horn* 
and wttb this percentage, bom* nurs- 
ing is of tli* first importance.

During the first sis weeks ol 19120, 


the Red Croas conducted 228 cluaaea IB 
Home Hygiene and Cure of the Side. 
TT Instructors teaching 8846 itudeotv 
most of whom passed satisfactory ex- 
amination*. 


This great record was mad* by a 


large number of the Chapters, a* the 
Home Hygiene course fa Instantly rec- 
ognized as a thoroughly practical one 
and It la taught by actual demonstra- 
tion as well as precept. Tioga Countj 
graduated 420 pupils and Lvcomlng, 
Potter, Union, Sane, McKean County, 
Wllkes-Barre, and many other chap- 
ters bad notably One records. 


Home Service Work, 


This activity grew ont of the war, 


and among those Chapters which have 
secured permission to extend home 
service to civilian families are Mercer, 
Beuver, Xltusvllle (Crawford County);

In the first part of 1020 Home Serv- 


ice has been rendered In about 20,000 
cases, excluding entertainments given 
by the Red Cross, tbe attendance at 
these entertainments reaching about 
160,000. 
Thus Borne Service alone 


ciuno into contact with almost 200,01X1 
persons In the state. 


Specific cases of what Home Service 


has done might be multiplied Indefi- 
nitely. The Harrlsburg Home Service 
paid for a delicate and expensive op- 
eration, which gave a hopelessly crip- 
pled little boy the normal use of hie 
legs and will enable him tt, become a 
useful member of his community. The 
Scrunton Home Service helped a blind 
soldier open a store which he Is suc- 
cessfully conducting and made him a 
self-supporting citizen instead of a 
dependent upon others. Cases such as 
these might be mentioned In almost 
every Chapter, in the state. In Fayette 
County Chanter, Home Service handl- 
ed 2300 cases In the first half of the 
year and the Beaver County Home 
Service and Juniors together have pro- 
vided for tonsil and adenoid operations 
for children unable to pay for these. 


Baby Welfare Clinics. 


The Red Cross pjys especial atten- 


tion to the health of the baby and In 
the first half of 1920 baby welfare cen- 
ters were opened by 30 Chapter* with 
enormouslv good results.

SOME ANOMALIES 


A repeal or revision of the "Brooks high llcenSe law" is one 


of the problems with which the next Legislature will have to 
grappk, but not the only one that ought to receive the serious at- 
tention of the Stae's lawmakers- The retail liquor interests are 
reported to be girding themselves for a struggle in defense of the 
present law, with perhaps some modifications, as against any at- 
tempt to enact a law for the enforcement of national prohibition. 
If the Governor has not changed his position since the last session, 
ft is likely that jhe will insist upon the passage of a measure which 
shall put Pennsylvania in line with the Federal government on the 
subject. 


At all events some action ought to be taken to correct the 


anomaly of a system whic himposes upon the courts of the State 
the doty of licensing the sale of "vinous, spirituous, malt or 
brewed liquors" when it was plainly the intent of the prohibition 
amendment to put an end to that traffic. Of course, it is well 
understood that the State license is not for the sale of "intoricat- 
ing" liquors, and it is held that the conditions call for the regula- 
tion and restraint of the traffic in ' beverages that are malt or 
brewed but without the "kick" of the old-time beers, etc. 


The trouble about the perpetuation of the licensing system 


under the Brooks law, or other live enactment, is that it perpet- 
uates fte saloon, and the saloon is universally recognized as the 
Creates! of evils against which the Federal amendment was aimed. 
Furthermore, in the present state of public opinion and on ac- 
count of the lax enforcement of the Volstead act, every licensed 
ptace for the sale of "near-beer" and other like beverages offers 
opportunities for violations of the law of which many of the 
venders are only too willing to take avantage. It would seem, 
therefore, that state legislation ,niore far reaching than a mere 
amendment of the Brooks law and a limitation of the alcoholic 
Content of the beverage licensed to be sold under it ,is already an 
Imperative need. 


There are other anomalies that need correcting. The freedom 


With wnich firearms can be bought at every pawn shop or hard- 
ware store, not to mention department stores .constitutes a daily 
invitation to the lawless. What is wanted is not a prohibition 
s% strict that it penalizes the law-abiding citizen and gives a free 


„ rjrin to tjie thug and the outlaw, but a system of license and regis- 
tration that will give the police some control over the matter. 
K the sale of revolvers could be restricted, under severe penalties, 
to those persons only who could present a permit from some res- 
potas}ble police authority, and if the magistrates and the courts 
could be depended upon to make summary examples of every per- 
son found with a concealed deadly weapon in his possession, mat- 
ters would be improved if not wholly remedied. 


Still another of the anomalies that suggest correction is the 


open sale of gambling devices. Gambling is forbidden by law, 
and the police habitually seize and destroy the apparatus found in 
gambling resorts when they discover sue hplaces. Yet roulette 
Wheels, faro "lay-outs", and other articles of equipment for the 
professional gamblers can be bought by any one who has the price. 
And the purchaser does not have to seek far to find what he wants. 
Indeed, such things often figure as store-window displays on the 
city's principal shopping streets.— Philadelphia Ledger.
